Earlier, Bnrklcy had told his colleaRues he would call a 
night session tonight if there seemed any chance the legia- 
lation to restore OPA and some of its powers could be shovtrf 
to a final vote tomorrow.

TOWARD A NEGATIVE EdUALITY 

In commenting on the big lour deadlock 
over Trieste, Gcorecs BldauU, theFcencli for- 
eign mlnUtor. madu a remarlc which, though 
dcpreaaing und & little puziMnit, la at tho 
came time curlouflly lilumlnatlng, 

"What wo really are iccklng," he said, "I* 
BO equnilly of (H.-istttlBlBctlon." 

Thus It eccms that the effort, firm reiolu- 
tlon, tentative conceailon, hot wordi and cold 
logic expended In lour meetings of th« 
foreign ministers have not even brought them 
to a point where they can agree to disagree. 

This l3 tllBCouraglng news lor the wholi 
world. But It Is probably to be expected In 
what Is surely one of the moat perilous and 
unpredictable periods or peace In hijtory. 
And at the moment there fleemi no iolutlon 
except to continue the search of which M. 
Bldault spoke. 

"Equality of dlssatlalactlon" Is easier to 
comprehend generally than to explain prc- 
clSBly. But It must mean ■ sort o( nogatlva 
compromise In which opposing objeetlona can 
ba brought near enough to a state of balanco 
to permit a step toward active, positive co- 
operation. 

So far RuEsla'i dissatisfaction has Eoemed 
to be complete In all matters oC mtcmatlonal 
discussion, large and small. The American 
and British attitudes wer* for time more pli- 
able. They seemed to be motivated by an 
earnest desire for free and friendly associa- 
tion, and an agreement for peace and har- 
mony on a supra-national plane which would 
not Interfere too greatly with present do- 

■ msstlc concepts and practices. 

But concession found Russia as adamant 

" and demanding as over. Then our diplomacy 
took a turn toward what has been described, 
aptly If over-elmply, oa a policy of "getting 
tough with Russia." Maybe that Is somewhat 

. the samo thing as M. Bldault's more polite 
"equality of dissatisfaction." 

This was an almost inevitable countormove 
to match a Russian diplomacy which seema 
born of a desire for "one world" of Russian 
design. Even International matters of passing 
Importance are, to such a dlplomalcy, reflec- 
tions of a drift toward or away from that 
"one world." Thus nothing Is Insignificant, 
In the big four or United Nations meetings. 
Every Indication of a deviation ffom the Rus- 
sian design must be challenged and com- 
batted. 

It Is becoming Increasingly clear that ths 
. defeat or fascism settled only one profound 
■political question. Two others remain: Must 
the world be dominated either by commu- 
nistic dictatorship or constitutional demo- 
cracy, or can both governmental systems 
exist In a friendly, peaceful world? 

On those questions an equality of dissatis- 
faction may already be said to exist. The of- 
ficial Anglo-American attitude Is known to 
reject the former. The official Russian atti- 
tude la apparently against the latter. But an 
affirmative answer to that second question 
Is the only solution short of war. 

Progress toward that alflrmatlve answer 
will continue to be slow and painful and dis- 
heartening, barring an Immediate miracle. 
There may even be a complete, precarious 
standstill. But eventually the journey must 
be resumed. And If the world Is to be saved It 
must be along the road of tolerance and free-

Ttity ara 
sprlghlly little fellowi, tha black-chinned and ruby- 
UiroaCed, full ot i«et and unmistakably kwara that It'a 
a beautiful world and they are [olng to make the most 
ot It. The former. In particular, la aomethlng to 
watch. He win ilt alone In the open, then without 
provocation aoom upward thirty teat, fly In looping 
figure elghla and come to earth again to attract at- 
tention. A'hummei's wing* flap up to 300 ilrokes 
a second, compared to only eight tor a pigeon. Black 
Chin cannot be called friendly lo man, yet IrequentJy 
will dip to within a few feet of his lace and give 
blm a questioning glance. 

Archllochus colubrls. the ruby -throated. U a hand- 
■ome chap, perhaps his confident mien may be In 
part attributed to hts pbyilcal attractlvenati: A green- 
ish luatra to the wing, the deep red lhro«t band, 
long bill, aj-romellcal, V-shaped tall and piercing 
black eyea. One of tbe most appealing alghta In 
nature's garden I* to watch him hover over a vine, 
get the nectar with hi* bUl. then dart wildly for 
another plant when the notion itrUiaa him. Conirarr 
to some opinion, he teatt* on both nectar and Insects, 
obtaining many of the latter In the oupe of a lata 
aprtnf flower. Hlj Uny nest li artUbr Itaelf; inter- 
woreo plant down, held together by spider webi and 
Inlaid with soft material resembling moss.
